cessful, the secretary continued,

The Secretary of State's out- 


spoken denunciation of the attack 
on the Kearny followed a navy an- 
nouncement that 10 of the destroy- 
er's crew had been Injured and

ITEMS IN CHILD'S LIFE 


AUSTIN, Oct. 17.—(Special).— 


Now that the schools are under 
•way and the daily routine Is well 
established, the question of school 
lunches that will be adequate and 
attractive and will help to keep the 
growing boy or girl up to the marfy • 
mentally and physically, is of spe- 
cial Importance. But the child's 
growth and development are help- 
ed or hindered by various other 
things in a child's daily program. 


Here are some of them as out- 


lined by Dr. George W. Cox, state f 
health officer: 


"The average school child needs 


from 10-12 hours 
of sleep 
each 


night. A tired child is a nervous, 
irritable child who finds it hard to 
concentrate. Does your child have 
a bedtime that Is early enough to 
insure an adequate 
amount of 


sleep? 


"Teachers complain that many 


of the children find it necessary to 
eat part of their lunch In the mid- 
dle of the morning. A hungry child 
does not make 
a good 
student. 
Does your child have an adequate 
breakfast before 
he leaves 
for 


school?

"A hot food in the middle of the 
day prevents 
fatigue and stimu- 
lates the appetite. If there are .no 
provisions for hot food at schord, 
the teacher should place a jar off 
food brought by the child in a pan 
of water to be heated and served 
at lunch time. Does your child have 
an adequate lunch, one which in- 
cludes a hot dish? 


"A well nourished 
body must 
have certain necessary foods every 
day, such as milk, fruits, vegeta- 
bles, whole grains, meat and eggs, 
and cod liver oil. Does your child 
have an (evening meal which sup- 
plements' the other meals of the 
day and provides the balance of the 
food needed during the day?"

oil in November was 1,454,700 bar- 
rel* dally, an increase of 34,600 over 
that of the current month. 


A number of oil producers re- 
quested Increased allowables, de- 
claring there waa strong demand 
for their crude, .partly as a result 
of national defense needs which 
might not always exist, 


Rex Baker of Houston, repre- 
aenting the Humble OH and Refin- 
ing Company, one of the largest 
In the atate, asserted there was a 
strong demand for low cold -test 
crude and asked for an increase of 
23,000 barrels dally in the produc- 
tion of about thirty fields which 
yielded that type of oil. 


Ho said 15,000 barrels dally wore 


needed to meet potential 
U, S. 


navy contracts alone. 


"There is a strong demand for 


this type of crude, coming chiefly 
from the navy on lend-Iease con- 
tracts," Baker declared. "This de- 
mand can be met only from fields 
producing this grade of crude and 
any increase authorised should be 
produced ratably." 
Baker told the commission the 


navy had inquired about the Hum- 
ble Company filling a contract for 
63,000 barrels of that type of oil 
In December, but asserted the com- 
pany could not bid on the business 
because It did not have the oil 
under its allowable. 
In discussion, Baker st'ated that 


If adjustments were not made in 
proratlon among Texas fields, the 
yardstick by which the commission 
allocated production was going to 
"fall down."
